To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Repton  Rural  District  Comcil 

MR.  CHAIRIvIATJ,  LADIES  AMD  GEMDLEJffill, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1959* 

From  seeing  the  children  of  the  Rural  District  in  School  and  from 
meeting  the  general  public  at  institutes,  guilds  and  on  other  public  occa¬ 
sions,  together  with  observations  on  numerous  visits  all  over  the  District 
it  can  be  reasonably  assumed  that  the  general  health  of  the  people  remains 
good  and  would  certainly  be  better  if  people  behaved  more  wisely  in  the 
matter  of  their  own  health.  To  give  a  very  gross  example,  I  examined  one 
man  for  superannuation  purposes  who,  on  his  ovm  confession,  smoked  forty 
cigarettes  a  day  and  dranlc  seven  pints  of  beer  in  the  same  time. 

There  is  much  to  be  said  for  the  leisure  of  the  individual  being  more 
concerned  with  those  pastimes  both  cultural  and  physical  which  are  indivi¬ 
dual  and  non-competitive  in  character  and  for  playing  down  the  tradition 
of  competitive  games.  Competition  gives  prominence  to  the  naturally  gifted 
individual  and  a  sense  of  inferiority  to  the  weak  performer  and  this  is  all 
the  more  important  in  the  welfare  state  where  the  individual  tends  to  be 
spoon-fed. 

In  1959  there  was  no  notified  Poliomyelitis  in  the  whole  District 
and  this  was  part  of  a  national  and  dramatic  decline  in  Poliomyelitis. 

There  were  about  86  deaths  from  Polio  in  1959  compared  with  147  in  1958 
and  246  in  1957»  How  far  this  improved  position  was  the  result  of  the 
rising  level  of  anti-poliomyelitis  vaccination  it  will  alv/ays  be  impossible 
to  estimate.  Gradually  the  degree  of  protection  of  the  yoxanger  groups  of 
the  population  was  being  extended,  and  by  Christmas  more  than  nine  million 
or  about  of  those  in  the  most  susceptible  group  -  up  to  1 6  -  had  received 
two  or  more  injections  of  vaccine.  As  we  go  to  the  printers  there  is  grow¬ 
ing  experimental  evidence  that  a  weak  polio  virus  taken  by  mouth  can  be 
effective  in  preventing  the  disease. 

There  was,  in  the  Rural  District,  an  epidemic  of  Measles  which  was 
part  of  a  national  epidemic  and  vie  had  a  total  of  just  over  five  hundred 
cases.  The  type  of  the  disease  was  extremely  mild  and  very  few  cases  were 
admitted  to  Hospital.  Vfe  had  one  case  of  the  rare  complications,  encephali¬ 
tis,  which  on  rare  occasions  complicates  any  of  the  common  infectious 
diseases,  but  the  child  made  a  complete  recovery. 

On  Monday  evening,  the  14th  September,  at  10  p.m.  I  was  telephoned  by 
Dr.  Mackenzie,  General  Practitioner,  Tutbury,  and  he  infomed  me  that  he 
had  a  number  of  cases  of  Diarrhoea  and  Sickness  in  the  Hilton  area.  The 
following  morning  Mr.  Evans  and  I  visited  the  Queen's  Head  Hotel,  Hilton, 
and  several  other  licensed  premises  and  houses  in  the  area,  and  also  certain 
houses  in  Hatton  and  took  specimens  vjhich  were  sent  to  the  Laboratory  at 
Derby. 

As  all  the  food  had  been  prepared  and  cooked  in  premises  at  Burton 
upon  Trent  and  had  been  served  by  the  personnel  of  the  catering  establish¬ 
ment  all  the  investigations  on  that  side  v^ere  left  to  the  Health  Department, 
Burton  upon  Trent.  We  were  unable  to  obtain  any  left  over  food  at  this 
late  date  in  Hilton, 

After  several  days,  the  Laboratory  reported  that  they  had  formed  the 
opinion  that  the  outbreak  was  due  to  one  of  a  family  of  organisms  called 
"Proteus,  T3rpe  Morgan",  but  they  were  rather  \mcertaj.n  of  their  findings 
and  were  referring  the  whole  matter  to  the  Central  Laboratory  at  Colindale, 
but  there  were  no  further  findings  available.

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  "Proteus”  group  of  organisms  is 
causing  considerable  difficulty  in  Hospitals  at  the  present  time  despite 
the  increase  in  the  number  of  antibiotics. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  I  attended  a  Conference  on  "The  Elderly 
and  the  Community"  which  was  concerned  not  so  much  with  the  process  of  aging 
but  with  the  means  of  overcoming  its  many  handicaps.  It  is  impossible  to 
make  a  complete  survey  of  all  the  papers  and  discussion  but  there  were 
certain  important  points  brought  out,  especiall3’-  the  insufficient  publicity 
for  the  various  services  caring  for  the  old  folks.  There  was  no  register 
of  old  people  in  the  various  Local  Authority  areas,  and  it  was  considered 
beneficial  if  the  Local  Authority  could  have  an  informal  list  of  old  people 
who  might  at  some  time  require  assistance. 

One  revolutionary  idea  at  this  Conference  was  a  boarding-out  scheme 
for  elderly  people  already  in  Part  III  Accommodation  who  were  fit  enough 
physically  and  mentally  to  give  some  care  to  themselves.  Such  a  scheme 
of  boarding-out  had  been  practised  in  Plymouth,  Exeter  and  Kent  and  had 
worked  well,  provided  careful  choice  was  made  of  the  Officer-in-Charge  of 
the  boarding-out  scheme. 

It  is  a  wise  provision  to  prepare  oneself  for  retirement  or  old  age 
well  in  advance  of  the  actual  time  for  as  Cicero  advised,  "you  must  become 
an  old  man  in  good  time  if  you  v/ish  to  be  an  old  man  long"  and  old  age  can 
console  itself  vtrith  the  Icnowledge  that  with  the  ancient  is  v/isdom  and,  in 
length  of  day^  xmderstanding. 

I  was  pleased  v/hen  the  Council  decided  in  October  to  join  in  the  war 
against  noise  v/hich  v/as  being  promoted  by  the  Noise  Abatement  Society,  for 
I  am  sure  your  support  of  this  campaign  will  help  to  insure  a  quieter,  and 
therefore  a  healthier,  Britain.  The  Society  is  drafting  a  Bill  for  an  all- 
embracing  Lav/  against  noise  and,  of  course,  vd.ll  require  the  co-operation 
of  District  Councils  v/ho  will  be  responsible  for  much  of  its  administration. 

There  was  an  interesting  case  of  poisoning  by  anti-freeze  which  had 
been  stored  in  an  ordinary  glass  bottle  in  a  household  pantry,  and  from 
which  a  child  in  searching  "around  had  found  the  bottle  and  consumed  a  con¬ 
siderable  portion  of  the  contents.  Some  of  the  anti-freeze  v/as  spilt  on 
the  floor  so  that  the  exact  amount  he  consumed  was  not  loiovm.  He  was 
found  by  his  mother  deeply  unconscious  in  bed.  She  called  her  neighbours 
and  made  enquiries  as  to  the  exact  contents  of  the  anti-freeze  at  the  local 
garage,  but  there  was  no  instructions  on  the  tin.  He  v;as  sent  direct  to 
Hospital  where  after  a  stormy  passage  and  several  blood  transfusions  he 
made  a  complete  recovery. 

Ethylene-glycol,  which  is  the  basic  substance  in  anti-freeze  is  very 
definitely  poisonous,  but  much  more  so  are  the  inhibitors  which  destroy 
the  blood  corpuscles  and  make  blood  transfusions  necessary.  For  a  small 

child  the  fatal  dose  is  somev/here  between  10  and  15  cc.  which  could  easily 
be  a  quantity  left  at  the  bottom  of  a  tin. 

In  the  prevention  of  anti-freeze  poisoning  circumstances  are  made  more 
difficult  because  this  is  the  sort  of  age  when  it  is  considered  that  the 
individual  should  do  a  n\mber  of  jobs  on  the  car  himself  and  hence  you  get 
anti-freeze  stored  in  garages  and,  as  in  the  present  case,  in  an  ordinary 
food  pantry  in  an  ordinary  bottle.  It  is  essential  that  parents  of 
children  should  be  informed  of  the  poisonous  nature  of  anti-freeze.  In 
prevention  it  should  be  clearly  understood  that  anti-freeze  is  a  potent 
poison  and  that  10  to  15  ml.  could  be  fatal  to  a  small  child.  It  should 
be  obligatory  for  anti-freeze  containers  to  be  labelled  "poisonous"  and 
parents  should  be  instructed  that  tins  should  be  kept  out  of  the  reach  of 
children,  and  manufacturers  could  be  advised  to  make  the  taste  as  unpleas¬ 
ant  as  possible. 
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Caravans  have  long  been  a  source  of  sore  trouble  to  caravanners, 
public  health  inspectors  and  district  Councils,  so  in  response  to  this 
public  concern  the  Minista?  of  Housing  and  Local  Covemment  set  up  a  fact 
finding  Coininissionero  The  facts  are  alarming  -  about  150,000  people  in 
some  60,000  caravans;  mostly  young  adults,  sometimes  with  children; 
many  people,  including  many  caravanners,  could  not  regard  a  caravan  as  the 
best  place  to  bring  up  a  family.  Condensation  is  a  niiisance  in  many 

caravans;  the  risk  of  fire  "needs  watching";  less  than  a  fifth  have 
hot  water  piped  into  the  vans;  fewer  still  have  access  to  a  bath;  half 
have  to  carry  their  refuse  some  distance  for  disposal. 

These  and  many  other  disabilities  such  as  crowding  on  site  and  res¬ 
tricted  air  space  for  the  occupants  demand  that  local  authorities  should 
be  given  greater  and  more  clearly  defined  powers  if  the  caravan  residents 
themselves  as  well  as  their  neighbours  are  to  be  reasonably  assured  of  a 
hea,lthy  life. 

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  have 
written  comprehensive  and  detailed  accounts  of  their  work  for  this  Report, 
and  I  am  indeed  profoundly  grateful  to  them  both,  for  it  is  only  by  means 
of  this  composite  report  that  a  true  picture  of  the  environmental  factors 
influencing  the  health  of  the  people  can  be  obtained. 

Within  the  Report  there  is  a  list  of  County  Council  Clinics,  for 
which  I  am  indebted  to  Dr,  Morgan,  Coimty  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanlcing  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Council,  G-eneral  Practitioners,  Health  Visitors,  Heads 
of  Departments  and  Staffs  particularly,  of  course,  all  the  Staff  of  the 
Public  Health  Department,  especially  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
and  his  Deputy.

MR.  CHAIRMAN,  LADIES  AND  OENTLElffiN, 

I  beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the 
District  for  the  year  ended  3'1  st  December,  1959* 

The  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act  1959  which  came  into  operation 
during  the  year  marks  a  further  stage  in  the  development  of  the  Oovemment's 
policy  of  encouraging  home  ovmership  and  raising  housing  standards.  The 
Act  introduces  a  nev;  system  of  standard  grants  to  supplement  the  present 
system  of  improvement  grants,  and  at  the  same  time  makes  a  number  of  changes 
to  simplify  its  operation.. 

I  am  grateful  to  the  Council  for  the  support  given  to  the  grant  scheme 
in  the  past  which  has  been  the  means  of  providing  a  valuable  contribution 
towards  the  improvement  of  housing  conditions  within  this  area.  Details 
of  the  number  of  houses  so  improved  are  contained  within  this  Report. 

Dealing  with  the  really  bad  sub-standard  property  v\rhich  cannot  be 
reprieved  under  the  Grant  Scheme,  a  stage  has  been  reached  in  many  Parishes 
in  the  area  where  negotiations  have  been  successfully  concluded  for  the 
clearance  and  redevelopment  of  sites  in  accordance  v/ith  the  Council’ s  Clear¬ 
ance  Programme.  During  the  year  such  a  site,  viz  Oarmie’s  Row,  Hartshome, 
has  been  cleared  of  sixteen  houses. 

Meat  Inspection  over  the  v/hole  area  was  maintained  at  100^o  during  the 
year.  The  records  indicate  an  increase  in  the  n\mber  of  animals  slaughtered 
over  the  1958  figures. 

The  quality  of  meat  supplied  by  the  local  butchers  continues  to  be  of 
excellent  quality. 

In  connection  with  the  modernisation  of  slaughterhouses  inder  the 
Slaughterhouses  Act,  close  co-operation  with  the  butchers  has  been  encoiiraged 
and  a  Meeting  v^as  held  at  the  Council  Offices  during  the  year  to  fully  dis¬ 
cuss  this  matter.  Most  of  the  butchers  in  the  area  have  expressed  their 
intention  to  comply  vd.th  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  and  work  on  several 
slaughterhouses  is  now  in  progress. 

The  scavenging  of  the  district  is  being  maintained.  Owing  to  the 
rapid  development  of  the  area,  the  volume  of  v/ork  is  continually  increasing, 
but  despite  this,  very  few  complaints  have  been  received  duiong  the  period 
under  review. 

No  serious  infestations  of  rats  were  found  in  the  District  during  the 
year,  and  I  would  like  to  pay  tribute  to  your  Rodent  Officer,  Mr.  Ufton,  who 
has  carried  out  this  work  in  a  most  efficient  manner.  Further  details  are 
embodied  within  the  Report. 

The  routine  duties  of  the  Department  have  been  maintained,  and  include 
visits  in  connection  with  infectious  disease,  abatement  of  nuisances, 
sampling  of  ice  cream  and  water  supplies,  the  supervision  of  drainage  and 
sanitation  of  buildings;  also  work  in  connection  with  atmospheric  pollution 
and  the  recording  of  smoke  instruments,  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  and  the 
Rent  Act. 

In  presenting  this  Report,  I  would  talce  the  opportunity  of  recording 
the  assistance  and  support  I  have  received  from  the  Chairman  of  the  Council, 
the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  and  Public  Works  Committee,  the  Clerk 
to  the  Council,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Inspectorial  and  Clerical 
Member  of  the  Public  Health  Department,  also  your  Scavenging  Foreman.

Collection  seiTvices  have  been  maintained  throughout  the  district.  In 
the  larger  parishes  the  frequency  of  collections  has  been  increased  and  varies 
between  a  seven  and  twelve. day  collection.  The  refuse  disposal  sites  are 
frequently  inspected  and  treated  for  vermin  and  insect  pests  as  necessaiy. 

The  changing  nature  of  household  refuse  which  is  becoming  more  bulliy  and 
combustible  increases  the  risk  of  tip  fires,  fortunately  no  serious  outbreaks 
of  fire  have  occurred,  minor  ones  being  promptly  dealt  v/ith.

SMOKE  ABATEMENT 

Several  complaints  of  minor  smoke  nuisances  were  received  during  the 
year.  The  premises  concerned  were  promptly  visited  and  abatement 
secured. 

The  Standard  and  Lead  Peroxide  Gauges  sited  near  the  Dralcelow  Power 
Station  and  Willington  Power  Station  continues  to  be  recorded  at  monthly 
intervals .  At  both  Stations  the  pre-operational  recordings  over  a  period 
of  two  years  v/ere  obtained  in  order  to  assess  any  significant  change  which 
mi^t  have  occurred  in  the  records  consequent  upon  the  Stations  becoming 
operational. 

In  this  connection,  during  the  year  the  Department  of  Scientific  and 
Industrial  Research  to  whom  I  am  indebted  for  their  work  which  involved 
complicated  analytical  procedure  submitted  a  report  on  the  folloYd.ng:- 

(a)  the  measurements  of  pollution  at  Stenson  House  since 

instruments  were  installed; 

(b)  measurements  made  at  Drake lov;  House  since  1955;  a-nd 

( c)  measurements  made  at  another  site  at  Stenson  House  Farm 

where  the  Central  Electricity  Generating  Board  have 
instruments ^results  from  which  have  been  published 
in  the  Annual  Reports  on  observations  published  by 
the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research. 

I  herewith  quote  from  the  Report  of  the  Department  on  their  findings 

"The  measurements  at  Drakelow  House  show  that  the  average  sulphur 
dicxide  content  has  remained  fairly  constant  since  1955  and  that  rate  of 
deposition  of  the  various  other  pollutants  is  still  well  below  the  average 
for  the  countiy  as  a  whole  even  though  ash  deposition  appears  to  have 
increased. 

"Measurements  at  your  Stenson  House  site  show  no  significant  change  in 
deposition  rate  of  the  various  pollutants,  nor  in  the  concentration  of 
sulphur  dioxide,  since  1954.  Published  results  from  the  instruments  main¬ 
tained  by  the  Central  Electricity  Generating  Board  also  show  no  significant 
change  in  sulphur  dioxide  concentration  and  no  change  in  the  deposition 
rate  of  the  various  pollutants  apart  from  a  possible  slight  increase  in 
ash  deposition.  As  at  Drakelow,  the  level  of  pollution  is  still  well 
below  average,  and  there  is  no  cause  for  anxiety." 

From  the  mass  of  figures  contained  in  the  Department's  report,  the 
evidence  shows  that  the  two  Generating  Stations  are  being  maintained  at  a 
reasonable  average  of  efficiency.

There  were  no  new  premises  registered  for  the  manufact\rre  of  Ice 
Cream  during  the  year.  Eleven  premises  were  added  to  the  Register  of 
Ice  Cream  retailers.  There  was  one  transfer  of  licence  recorded  during 
the  year.  Seven  premises  v;ere  deleted  from  the  register  of  Ice  Cream 
Retailers, 

Ninety-one  samples  of  Ice  Cream  were  talcen  for  bacteriological 
examination,  of  which  fifty-three  were  placed  in  G-rade  1  ,  twenty-four 
in  Crade  2,  twelve  in  Crade  3  and  two  in  Crade  4.  Pull  enquiries  and 
repeat  samples  v^ere  taken  in  respect  of  the  samples  \Thich  were  placed 
in  G-rade  s  3  and  4.

SLAUGHTERHOUSES 

During  the  year  the  n\mber  of  slaughterhouses  licensed  v^ere  sixteen, 
and  the  number  of  licences  granted  to  slaughtermen  was  forty-one.

On  receipt  of  notifications  of  Infectious  Diseases,  the  premises  are 
inspected  and  investigations  are  made.  Disinfection  is  carried  out  v/here 
required.  During  the  year  forty-four  visits  vjere  made. 

INFESTATION  ORDER  1943 
PREVENTION  OF  DA^aCE  BY  PESTS  ACT ,,  1 949 

Activities  under  this  heading  have  been  very  comparable  and  closely 
follow  the  pattern  of  v\rork  carried  out  during  the  preceding  year.  It  is 
the  experience  to  find  on  an  individual  notification  of  rats  or  mice  that 
follov/ing  investigations  further  complainants  are  foxmd  in  the  vicinity 
who  are  anxious  to  rid  their  premises  of  vermin,  but  are  unaware  of  the 
facilities  afforded  by  the  service. 

The  farm  contract  service  proceeded  rather  more  slowly  than  v;as  anti¬ 
cipated  and  possibly  a  contributory  factor  to  this  was  the  keen  competition 
amongst  the  *various  disinfestation  firms  anxious  to  offer  an  economical 
service.  However,  agreements  totalling£96  were  entered  into  and  it  is 
hoped  to  increase  these  efforts  in  i960. 

Business  premises  continue  to  be  treated  on  a  time  and  material  basis 
and  approximately  £30  was  recovered.  Council  properties  were  visited  and 
treated  v/hen  required. 
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PREVENTION  OF  DAMAG-E  BY  PESTS  ACT  (CONTINUED) 


The  use  of  anti-coagulants  for  the  eradication  of  rats  and  mice  in 
the  area  has  proved  to  be  a  very  suocessful  treatment. 

There  were  seven  major  infestations  treated  during  the  year,  the 
extent  of  these  infestations  being  in  no  small  measure  due  to  the  apathy 
of  occupiers  of  property  neglecting  to  report  same.

SEWA&E  DISPOSAL 


Mi  dele  over  ''Bxmkers” 


As  reported  last  year  this  scheme  was  commenced  on  the  15th  Septem¬ 
ber,  1958,  and  was  necessitated  through  the  existing  works  being  badly 
overloaded,  due  to  the  increasing  development  at  MicldLeover  and  the 
subsequent  pollution  of  the  Hell  Brooke 


Progress  has  been  satisfactorily  maintained,  all  sludge  beds  have 
been  completed  and  ten  were  commissioned  in  June„  Two  filters  were 
commissioned  in  September  and  the  third  filter  is  under  construction 

The  humus  tanl:  and  the  pumphouse  shell  are  completed  and  the  storm 
tanlc  was  completed  and  commissioned  in  June. 

During  the  whole  of  these  works  the  existing  units  on  the  works  have 
been  maintained  in  operation. 

Egginton  Sewage  Disposal 

Agreement  was  reached  vd-th  a  Land  O^'mer  in  the  Parish  to  acquire  an 
area  of  land  adjacent  to  some  gravel  wor]d.ngs,  and  a  scheme  was  prepared 
for  the  construction  of  a  pair  of  Sedimentation  Tanlcs  alongside  the 
Council’s  12”  diameter  outfall  sewer  to  the  Egginton  Brook. 


The  contract  started  on  the  7th  September,  1959,  and  the  tanks 
completed,  although* they  have  not  as  yet  been  connected  up  to  the  sewer. 

Drakelov;  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme 

Work  was  commenced  on  this  contract  on  the  4th  May,  1959,  and  was 
completed  on  the  31st  December,  1959» 

Scheme 


Detailed  plans  are  being  prepared  by  the  Council’ s  Consultants  for 
this  scheme  for  submission  to  the  Minister  for  approval. 


Messrs.  YiTimpey's  Ltd.,  Housing  Development,  Miclcleover 
Sewage  Pumping  Station 

As  reported  last  year  the  above  Pumping  Station  v/as  completed  and 
two  of  the  three  pumps,  with  a  total  output  of  36O  &.P.iv'L,  were  installed. 
It  v/as  arranged  with  the  contractors  that  as  further  development  required 
it,  a  third  pump  v/ould  be  installed  which  would  then  allow  for  a  standby. 
A.t  the  same  time  the  foul  sewage  from  an  adjoining  estate  vdiich  flowed  to 
a  separate  pumping  station  v;as  disconnected  therefrom  and  connected  to 
this  pimnping  station  of  Messrs.  Wimpey’s.  The  pumps  from  the  obsolete 
station  have  been  removed  and  are  being  adjusted  and  will  be  installed 
at  Moira  Road,  Overseal,  pumping  station. 

This  third  pump  has  now  been  installed,  tested  and  found  to  be  quite 
satisfactory. 

Messrs.  Wimpeyb  pumping  station  and  the  outfall  sewer  from  the 
abandoned  pumping  station  were  talcen  over  by  the  Council  on  the  1  st 
December,  1959. 
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SEWAG-E  DISPOSAL  (CONTINUED) 


Parish  of  Linton  -  Storm  Water  Sewer  Diversion 

Tenders  were  invited  for  this  scheme  during  the  year,  and  a  contract 
was  commenced  on  the  25th  November,  1959,  for  the  diversion  of  storm 
water  from  the  Council's  outfall  sewer  from  Princess  Avenue  to  the 
irrigation  area.  This  surface  water  is  to  be  taken  via  a  new  storm 
water  sewer  which  will  discharge  in  the  roadside  ditch  in  Lullington 
Road;  the  scheme  having  been  agreed  by  the  Derbyshire  County  Council 
as  Highway  Authority,  and  the  British  Transport  Commission,  under  one 
of  whose  bridges  the  ditch  is  piped. 

Dalbury  Lees  Sewage  Scheme 

All  the  preliminary  work  for  the  above  shheme  has  now  been  carried 
out.  The  site  for  the  Disposal  Works  has  been  agreed  with  the  Estate 
Owner  and  the  tenant  farmer  and  sections  and  detailed  plans  are  being 
prepared  for  submission  to  the  Ministry  for  approval. 

Bumaston  Sewage  Scheme 

All  the  preliminary  work  for  the  above  scheme  has  now  been  carried 
out.  The  site  for  the  Disposal  Works  has  been  agreed  with  the  farmer 
and  sections  and  detailed  plans  are  being  prepared  for  submission  to 
the  Ministry  for  approval. 

Parish  of  Findem  -  Heath  Lane 

Alternative  schemes  are  being  prepared  for  the  improvement  to  the 
sewerage  arrangements  .in  the  Heath  Lane  area,  and  it  v/ould  appear  that 
the  most  economical  scheme  VTOuld  be  to  lay  a  sewer  at  the  rear  of  the 
houses  in  Willington  Road  and  the  Council  Houses  in  Heath  Lane.  In 
this  way  the  existing  drains  from  the  private  property  could  be  discon¬ 
nected  from  the  cesspools  and  connected  up  to  the  nevY  sewer  as  the  work 
proceeds.  There  is  already  an  existing  sevYer  at  the  rear  of  the 
Council  Houses  which  can  be  connected  up  in  one  place. 

All  schemes  will  require  a  pumping  station  and  the  most  economical 
position  for  this  would  be  on  the  v/aste  land  between  the  last  Council 
House  and  the  C-reyhound  Inn.  Prom  here  the  sewage  would  be  pumped  up 
Heath  Lane  and  thence  across  the  fields  to  discharge  into  the  Council's 
main  outfall  sewer. 

Parish  of  Netherseal  -  Proposed  3ewer  -  Sealwood 

A  scheme  is  being  prepared  for  the  provision  of  sewerage  facilities 
for  the  pidvate  houses  at  Sealwood;  the  sewer  being  laid  at  the  rear  of 
the  houses  in  the  private  gardens  connecting  up  the  drains  from  the 
cesspools  at  the  same  time.  This  sewer  will  then  connect  up  to  the 
Council's  main  outfall  sewer  flowing  to  the  Linton  irrigation  area  from 
Linton  Heath. 

The  number  of  properties  involved  are  seven,  and  to  arrive  at  an 
economical  figure  per  property,  it  is  proposed  to  secure  a  contribution 
from  each  owner.  Upon  their  agreement  to  this  the  scheme  will  be 
advertised  and  a  tender  accepted. 

Proposed  Sewer  Extension  -  Sandcliffe  Road,  Hartshome 

This  scheme  was  re-submitted  to  the  Council  on  the  12th  November, 
1959,  3-iid  the  revised  estimate  was  accepted,  the  Committee  agreeing  that 
the  work  should  be  proceeded  with.  Details  will  be  prepared  and  tenders 
sou^t .

Bretby  Village  Seriiera.g,e  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme 

Plans  for  this  scheme  ¥;ere  completed  in  September  1959,  and  Messrs. 
Willcox,  laikes  and  Marshall's  scheme  for  the  extension  of  the  foul 
v/ater  sewer  in  Bretby  Lane  is  nov/  awaited.  As  the  two  schemes  are 
inter-dependent,  it  will  be  necessary  to  submit  them  together  to  the 
Ministry  for  approval, 

2.  Y/ATER  SUPPLIES 

Y/oodville  Water  Scheme  -  .^'^ter  Main,  Ashby  Road 
and  Millfield  Street 


This  scheme  v/as  commenced  on  the  1st  September,  1959,  and  completed 
on  the  27th  November,  1959,  and  a  considerable  improvement  has  been 
effected. 

Northern  Area  Yfater  Scheme  -  Extension  of  3"  and  4" 

Water  Mains,  Hay  Lane  and  Breach  Lane,  Poston 

Tenders  were  approved  by  the  Council  on  the  i+.th  June,  1959,  far 
the  above  scheme  and  that  of  Messrs.  Edward  Thompson's  Ltd.,  was 
accepted. 


The  Council's  area  is  supplied  with  a  piped  water  supply  by  the 
South  Staffordshire  Yfaterworks  Company  and  the  Derby  Corporation,  either 
as  a  direct  or  bullc  supply. 

The  Parishes  of  Hartshome,  Tickna^-l,  Smisby  and  Vfoodville  are 
supplied  from  the  Council's  own  V/ells  and  Headings. 


All  the  waters  are  chlorinated  and  from  frequent  analyses  the  quality 
is  found  to  be  satisfactory  for  drinking  purposes.  No  plumbo-solvent 
action  is  experienced.

Ticicnall  Y/ater  Scheme 

This  scheme  continues  to  be  satisfactory  and  no  shortage  has  been 
experienced,  the  average  amount  pumped  per  day  being  19,123  gallons. 

Hartshome  Water  Scheme 

This  is  a  gravity  scheme,  the  vjater  being  obtained  from  a  Heading 
at  "Several  Y/oods",  Hartshome.  The  maximum  amount  available  per  day 
being  3^,000  gallons.  The  capacity  of  the  reservoir  is  20,000  gallons. 

The  present  demand  is  such  that  the  water  level  lowers  in  the  reservoir 
during  the  day  time,  but  recovers  and  overflovirs  during  the  night,  subject 
to  no  leaks  occurring  on  the  system. 

The  amount  consumed  during  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1959,  was 
1 1 ,477 , 000  gallons . 

The  Council  have  previously  reported  these  conditions  to  the  Minister 
v;ith  a  viev;  to  an  augmentation  of  this  supply. 
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Hartshome  Water  Scheme  (Continued) 

Private  house  development  is  still  continuing,  and  is  expected  to 
continue  in  Hartshome,  and  the  Council  are  becoming  concerned  as  it  is 
expected  the  demand  7d.ll  exceed  the  supply. 

Woodville  and  Smisby  Water  Schemes 

The  vrater  is  obtained  by  pumping  from  the  Smisby  Well,  the  yield 
of  which  is  insufficient  to  meet  the  demand.  The  supply  is  therefore 
supplemented  by  receiving  a  supply  from  the  Swadlincote  and  Ashby  Joint 
Water  Board's  main,  which  is  also  laid  in  Ashby  Road.

The  total  amount  pumped  from  the  Smisby  Well  for  the  periods  1  st 
to  22nd  January,  and  I8th  July  to  the  31st  December,  1959,  was  9,905,000 
gallons,  the  remainder  being  purchased  in  bullc  from  the  above  Water  Board. 

Northern  Area  Water  Scheme 


This  v/ater  scheme  covers  the  twelve  parishes  situated  in  the  north 
and  north-west  of  the  Rural  District.  The  water  is  purchased  in  bulk 
from  Derby  Corporation,  The  amount  purchased  for  the  year  ending  31st 
December,  1959,  being  75,626,000  gallons.  The  average  consumption  per 
day  being  207,194  gallons. 

Tutbury  Rural  District  Council 

During  times  of  drought  the  above  Council  implement  their  own  water 
supply  for  the  village  of  Tutbury  by  purchasing  water  in  bull:  from  the 
Council's  Northern  Area  Y/ater  Scheme. 

A  supply  taken  dxiring  1959  for  196  days,  the  amomt  purchased  being 
2,343,000  gallons, 

3.  MININ&  SUBSIDENCE 


During  the  year  urgent  repairs  were  necessary  to  Council  Houses  and 
foul  sewers  in  the  Parishes  of  Castle  Gresley  and  Overseal. 

The  damage  to  each  Council  House  was  reported  to  the  National  Coal 
Board,  who  carried  out  first-aid  repairs  where  further  subsidence  was 
expected,  which  condition  applied  to  Castle  Gresley  and  Overseal. 

The  foul  sewers  were  either  smashed  or  the  settlement  had  created  a 
baclcfall  on  the  sewers,  and  in  certain  cases  to  such  an  extent  that  the 
sev/ers  oveirflowed  at  the  house  inspection  chambers.
